KHODE-tSLAND LEGISLATURE. 


TH E Legislature of this State com*’ 
menced their session at Eaat-Green-i 
wich, on Tuesday the 16th inst. when 
his Excellency the Governor comknu* 
nicated the following Message s 


Oemletntn q/* the Senate, and 
Qcnitemen of the Noute 
RtfireHrhta* 
nves, 


AS the season is fast Ipproachlng, 
when it will be 
rea»' nable tb ex­ 
pect our enemy will become more pow­ 
erful on cur cnasi,th*nhe hat heretofore 
been, and it being highly probable that 
this State will be x is ted by them, 1 con­ 
ceive it * duty incumbent ori me to give 
you all the information 1 have been able 
to obtain, respecting the Military Stores, 
&c. belonging to '.ho State t—»From 
which you will be able to determine the 
necessity or expediency of ordering fur­ 
ther supplies. 


The 1000 Stand of Arms, expected 
from the United Statefc, as mentioned to 
you at October session, 1 have since re­ 
ceived ;—and to effect the object, for 
which they were obtained, 1 have direct­ 
ed that five hundred of them be depo­ 
sited in Newport,finder the care of the 
Hon- Simeon Martin and Christopher 
Fowler, Esquires, who are requested to 
hav«? them mspeefed, and kept in order t 
—•And with the advice of Major-Qcne* 
ral Shddon, when occasion shall re* 
quire it, are to deliver them, with the 
necessary ammunition, to such part of 
Brigadier-General M'Corrie's Brigade, 
1 as may be first called into service, l he 
, otner five hundred are under the care ol 
• the Quarter-Master-General of the 
I State-, at Providence, until further or 
| d e r s B u t if, in your opinion, a better 


j disposition can be made of them for the 
I security of the State, or that a general 
1 distribution of them ought now to be 
mado, you will give the necefony direc­ 
tions. 


Of the powder and lead purchased 
for the State, as reported to you at last 
session, as many cartridges have been 
made, as are at present thought neces­ 
sary,or as can be oi us< tthe principal part 
of which, with a sufficient number oi 
flints, are at Newport, under the direc­ 
tion of those gentlemen who have the 
care of the Arms :—The reaidue, with 
th6 remaining part of the powder, lead, 
kc. are in the possession of the Quar- 
ter-Master-Geueral, at Providence. 


Of the Ordnance, which/or mi* Wy be­ 
longed to the State, there is no record 
to be found. I have, however, been 
able to find that there are three pair ol 
Brass Field Pieces now belonging to the 
State—one pair of which arc in the 
care of the Artillery Company at New­ 
port» commanded by Colonel Benjamin 
Fry—one pair in the pare oTthe Artille­ 
ry Com{>j!ny at Warwick, commanded 
bjfcColonel Charles Brayton; end one 
pair in the care of the Artillery Com­ 
pany at Bristol, commanded by Colonel 
William Throop i—all of which, it is 
presumed, are in order and fit for 
service. 


At a crisis so alarming, and know­ 
ing this State to be unprepared to repel 
even a *maU force ¡-«-Impressed with 
the duty I owe my FelioW?Citizens, an 1 
being sully persuaded that this State 
;tas an indisputable claim upon the 
United States for a much larger supply 
of Arms, than we have as yet received, 
early in November 1 wrote the Repre­ 
sentatives of tins State in Congress, re­ 
questing them to make another appli­ 
cation to the Secretary at War, and 
urge the necessity of furnishing this 
.State With 1000 Stand of arms, to com» 
plete the number for which 1,/fra# ap­ 
plied ; and also to request the loan of a 
pair,of Brass Field-Pieces, now lying 
at jNbrt Wolcott, and not in use. On 
the 8th of December, I was informed 
by the Honourable Rilhard Jackson, 
jun. and Elisha R. Potter» Esquires 
that they had made application to the 
Secretary of the War Department for 
the Arms and Ordnance* but without 
effect. From which it appears, that 
however just our claim, we have but 
little reason to expect any further sup 
plies from the General Government, at 
present. 


From the measures pursued by the 
Administration of the United States, 
and such as it is reasonable to expect 
Great-Britain will adopt, in order to 
meet them, the War will, undoubtedly, 
be prosecuted by that nation with much 
greater vigour than she has done hither­ 
to ; O f course, this State, from its ex­ 
posed situation, will be subject to no In* 
consider. ‘ e share of it. It may, there-

'the present supply being insufficient* 
or that event i) us also a quantity o£4 
roünd and grape-shot, for the Fi*l£*

And it glVes me pleasure in inforr/i« 
ing you, that there appears an amÜuon 
to exbcl in discipline (—that thu troops 
in general, are better orjgai.ieed, ju'm td 
and equipped, than thfy have hltheito 
be en,and I trust that w hen ihe exigencies 
of the times shall require their exertion^ 
they will with promptitude and bravery* 
stand forth in the defence of their re* 
ligious, civil and maritime rights. 


It is sincerely to be lamented, that 
the Hftlited Stqjtes are invoked in W ar, 
not only because of the vast expense of 
blood and treasure, and the consequent, 
distress and misery with which initny of 
our innocent Fcllew*Citizens and theif 
families wilt be visited, but because of 
the demoralizing effect it will have 
upon society at large. And of the sin agu 
ingratitude committed 
against Hin 
“ who cannot look upon iniquity with 
the least allowance. 


Although it has pleased the \lm ight 4 
to suffer the pride of the nation to b 
humbled, by (he disastrous sifpnion t 
our armies, owing in a great measure t 
the very extraordinary measures pursu 
ed by the War Department, still we de 
rive Some consolation from the tact, cits 
the Officers and men of our infant N 
vy (the stay andeupport of our Nation 
honour and prosperity) havfe Convince 
their Fellpw*Ctujtens «and the world i 
lurgt,of their skill in their profession, a 
well as of their disposition to suppor 
u nd defend the American character. 


Nothing material, of a public natur 
has transpired in the State, since yot 
session In October last. Thexlistresse 
however, consequent on a stale of Wa 
are severely felt by our citizens, havin 
already produced incalculable injury t . 
them. While, under this unhappy pre 
sure, I confidently hopt that the citizcr. 
of Rhode-lsland will never tarnish tbei, 
characters, by any measures subvepiv« 
of the spirit of the Constitution of th*( 
United States, or the Laws of this Stat{ 
in unison therewith, but will, with a be­ 
coming resignation, endure the sever« 
privations inflicted upon them, until i

to fix our national character and conse­ 
quence. 
I say generosity, because the 
magnanimous conduct of \|ie Commo­ 
dore, in the treatment of his prisoners, 
among wh*om was Lieut Gen. Hislop 
and staff, destined for an important com­ 
mand in India) will be his greatest tri­ 
umph -—The gallant conduct and libr- 
rality of our little squadron here, has 
impressed tfie Portuguese with a sense 
of our importance and national charac­ 
ter, that will raise us in th tir estimation 
and of the world when all tbe facts shall 
have become known, in proportion as it 
will sink the-hoasted superiority and 
pride of the English. 
There seems to 
have been a particular Providence,over­ 
ruling events to this effect.— Two very 
singular circumstances occurred, for 
which the Commodore b indebted to bis 
good fortune in falling in with the Java;
